A correspondent whose letter anent the late 
meeting at Blacks appeared in our last issue 
seems to have bit upon an idea regarding 
official work in centres of limited population 
that strikes ua as worthy of some consider- 
ation in the present times of retrenchment 
and redaction of civil servants. On the 
Goldfields especially we think the Govern- 
ment might wisely, and with much advantage 
to the public, utilize as far as possible the 
officers already stationed at these small places. 
For example, the local Constable might very 
well see after the granting of miners’ rights, 
and such like, receiving a certain percentage 
for all such rights granted. At the present 
time there may often be parties (Chinese for 
example) who would take out miners’ rights 
if they could get them conveniently ; but not 
being near the precise locality where they are 
to be got on the day appointed, they just go 
without, and the revenue therefore suffers. 
We feel convinced that were such facilities 
offered by the permanent appointment of an 
officer for this purpose in each court district 
therevenue would be considerably added to in 
these places, and an impetus would be given 
to one of our most profitable industries. In 
small places too the court duties might be 
undertaken by the same official. Then again, 
our post-offices might very well be made sub 
land offices where applications for purchase 
of land, agricultural and mining leases, etc., 
could be made by the population in the 
vicinity. This would be a direct and con- 
venient method, and we feel sure would give 
satisfaction to the public, besides giving 
facilities for settlement on the land ; all this 
could very well be done with the strictest 
economy by a small addition to the salaries 
of these resident officials. At the present 
time their duties do not occupy all their time, 
and they would always be at hand to meet 
the wants of the public. We respectfully 
submit these suggestions to the Minister of 
Justice and the heads of other departments 
concerned. They have already at hand 
in all these little centres either a constable 
or a post-master, or both, between whom the 
duties might very well be divided with much 
satisfaction to the public and economy to the 
Government. Of course in the larger centres 
a resident clerk of the court would very likely 
be required ; but the Government have a 
good organisation already made whereby 
their work can be done in small places.

Labor throughout this district is very 
plentiful, and every day sees fresh batches of 
swaggers passing through the town, m route for 
the various stations, where there is prospect of 
work during the approaching shearing season. 
Already most of the runholdets are fully sup- 
plied, and disappointment will he the fate of a 
good many unemployed now travelling the in- 
terior. 

Rather a sensational accident happened 
here on Sunday afternoon, and the wonder ia 
that more disastrous results have not to be re- 
corded Our townsman Mr MacKellar was 
driving a young mare in a light buggy along 
Melmore-etreet. At the foot of Sligo-street 
something startled the animal and Bhe swerved 
off the road. Just at this point the bank of the 
Kawarau River — running some 60 or 70 feet 
below — is unprotected, and the driver was 
powerless to restrain the horse, which, buggy 
and all, bounded over the precipice. Happily, 
Mr MacKellar had sufficient presence of mind 
to sp.ing from the conveyance a few yards from 
the edge, otherwise it is difficult to see how ha 
could have escaped with life, The strangest 
part of the affair is that the horse was recovered 
with little or no injury notwithstanding his 
terrific leap. The trap of course was utterly 
demolished. Steps should at once be taken to 
fence off this ugly and very dangerous gap, 

Ah Lee, the Kyeburn murderer, paid 
the last penalty of the law at eight o’clock on 
Friday morning. He met his fate with the 
characteristic indifference of hie race, the only 
evidence of emotion being exhibited by alight 
muscular tremor when on the gallows and just 
before the falling of the drop. The night pre- 
vious he passed in unhroken sleep, and partook 
in the morning of his usual breakfast. Bishop 
Nevill, whose efforts on behalf of the criminal 
have been, as is well known, untiring, withdrew 
from his tinal interview with him a few minutes 
before 8. Without needless delay Ah Lee Was 
pinioned, and at once conducted to the gallows 
in the prison yard, when Mr Torrance offered up 
a prayer, having previously asked him if he had 
anything to say regarding the murder. Ah Lee, 
however, again asserted hie innocence. Pre- 
cisely at S o'clock the drop fell, and without a 
struggle or convulsion of any kind Ah Lee ceased 
to live. The condemned man was about 24 
years of age, a native of the neighborhood of 
Canton, and a Coufucian by religious belief. 

The return match between six men 
aside of the Cromwell and Bannockburn Volun- 
teers was fired last week, and resulted again in 
favor of the Bannockburn team. In one or two 
individual caBes some remarkably good scoring 
was made. Opposite the name of Lieut Jolly 
stands the magnificent total of 77 out of a pos- 
sible 84. We are not aware that this shooting 
has been excelled in Otago. Vol, Aitken is 
credited with the fine score of 73 point’s. No 
less than eight out of the dozen competitors have 
made 60 and over, which shows that the hands 
of the Cromwell men have not lost their cunning 
with the rifle.

In connection with the Kyeburn murder 
(for which Ah Lee suffered the extreme penalty 
of the law on Friday morning) there is a very 
singular circumstence related by the Morning 
Herald. Mr Andrew Marshall, father of the 
boy who gave evidence at the trial, owned some 
land near Mrs Young’s house, and on the morn- 
ing of the murder his pitchfork was found stuck 
in the ground outside the door of Mrs Young's 
house, Mr Marshall was one of the jury at the 
inquest. He became insane shortly after the 
murder of Mrs Young, and was received into the 
Lunatic Asylum at Dunedin on or about tbo 
18th August. The hallucination under which 
Mr Marshall suffers is peculiar. He eays that 
he committed the Kyeburn murder, and he 
thinks that the Police are after him. 



CRICKET MATCH. 



QUEENSTOWN V. CROMWELL. 

This match came off on the Cromwell 
ground on Saturday last. The looal olubhaa 
looked forward to the event with consider- 
able interest, and the general public were no 
less anxious to see how our men would shape 
against the Lakes club, who, it will be re- 
membered, in , November last managed to 
defeat the Oromwellians in one innings. 
Since that time, however, the local club has 
had the addition of some new blood, and it 
was confidently expected .that a much better 
stand would he made than in the game at 
Queenstown, i The result proved beyond the 
hopes of the Cromwell team, who completely 
turned the tables on this occasion, beating 
the Lakes men in ono innings with 71 runs 
to the good. It is but fair to the visiting 
team to note that they were under some 
disadvantage in the field ' during the 
greater part of Cromwell’s innings, as a 
strong wind was blowing across the wicket, 
thus considerably weakening the efforts of 
the bowlers. The wind moderated after noon, 
eventually calm prevailed and the afternoon 
turned out favorable to the game. The big 
total put together by Cromwell in the first 
innings seamed to have a depressing effect 
on the efforts of the visitors, and as one after 
another left the wieket it was evident the 
match would prove altogether one-sided. 
This fact in a measure robbed the game of 
interest so far as the public wore concerned, 
and they would have preferred a keener 
struggle. On the Cromwell side Turton 
played a careful and effective bat, and put 
together the handsome score of 63 before he 
was disposed of by a clipper from Mehaffy. 
Tobin was also in fine form and got his score 
by nice careful play. Moorhead has a pretty 
style of handling the wiilow, and gave very 
few chances while putting together his 31. 
These were the only players in the winning 
team who got into double figures. The 
Cromwell men were judiciously captained by 
Mr S. Turton, and Mr Davis did the same 
office for Queenstown. On the Queenstown 
side the only ones who made a stand were 
Mehaffy and Cato. The former had one or 
two lives given him by the wicket-keeper, 
Foremafi, and was eventually thrown out be- 
fore he could get within the crease. ’ Cato, 
who played very cautiously throughout, was 
not out, and the small score he made during 
his lengthy stand shows that the bowling 
was well on the wicket. The hope of making 
a stand in their second innings was dispelled, 
when Mehaffy — who with Cato faced the 
trundling of Arnold and Turton — was 
cleverly caught at mid-wicket by Louden 
who held it with one hand. Cato lost his 
middle stump to Turton shortly after, and 
none of the others made a stand, the innings 
closing for the very small total cf 21 runs, 
The bowling of the Cromwell team was very 
effective and could not be trifled with. The 
following are the scores in detail :

THE SOUTHLAND RAILWAY 
ACCIDENT. 



From the Southland Times we condense 
the evidence taken at the inquest on the 
body of Mrs M'Nulty, whose untimely death 
we recorded last week : — 

On Saturday, before District Coroner 
M'Cnlloch, an inquiry was held at Edendale 
touching the death of Margaret M. M'Nulty, 
who was killed by failing between the plat- 
form and carriages at the railway station 
there on Friday afternoon. Captain Dundas, 
who, with the deceased, was the only traveller 
by that carriage, stated that the train drew 
up with the carriages about 100 yards away 
from the platform, and he advised her to 
wait till the carriages were abreast of jt. 
This she did, but the train moving on ho had 
again to tell her not to attempt to get off. 
She was at this time on the carriage plat- 
form, and' a porter having asked if sho 
wanted to get off, and being answered in the 
affirmative, he as well as the guard signalled 
the driver to stop, at the same time telling 
her to stay where she was. As she appeared 
to be trying to leave the train, both men ran 
to her assistance and laid hold of her. De- 
ceased, however, who was a stout woman, 
seemed to swung round between the carriages, 
holding by the rail of the carriage with one 
hand, and being unable to support herself 
fell between it and the platform. The guard 
and porter did their best to rescue her from 
her perilous ’position. He did not think the 
train was stopped opposite the platform, but 
he noticed that the driver slackened speed at 
once on his attention being called. — Charles 
Mitchell, the guard, accounted for the train 
stopping short of the platform by the fact 
that there were 17 trucks in front of the 
carriages. When the train drew up finally 
at the platform some goods were discharged, 
and the station-master gave the order to 
start. The train had just begun to move 
when he saw deceased trying to get oft, and 
went to her assistance. He tripped over a 
bag of oats and fell, and deceased fell be- 
tween the carriage and platform, when the 
brake-van came up and crushed her. After 
hearing the evidence of other witnesses, 
which corroborated what has been stated, the 
jury returned a verdict finding that deceased 
came by her death in attempting to leave the 
train while in motion

, '.. Melbourne, November 2. . 

We are shortly to have another evening 
paper. The proprietors , are determined to 
spare no expense in. making it a , success. 
Already thoy have secured the services of a 
well-known, London Pressman, who is at pre- 
sent in .Melbourne for. the , benefit of his 
health.. I fancy if the new paper is well 
edited, the Evening Herald will, if it wishes 
to keep alive, have to materially improve.. 

The Beaufort Advocate states that the Vic- 
torian gold returns for the past nine months 
of this year show an increase of 60,000ozb. 
over and above the returns for the same 
period for last year. 

Belgravia in a recent issue says : — “ There 
is no need to descant on the enormous num- 
ber of rabbits annually imported from Ostend, 
to afford the town artisan a savory dinner at 
a low price. Regular rabbit farms are main- 
tained on the sandbanks of the low country, 
where the creatures are daily fed with grass 
and turnips like so ’many sheep, until their 
time comes to be sent over to London or 
Grimsby in large flat hampers. 1 Dealers 
frequently keep them alive at these ports 
until demands grow brisk; In one year re- 
cently no fewer than 150,000 rabbits were 
sent from Ostend to London weekly during 
the season. Ludicrous as tlie idea may seem, 
it is no less the fact that some :English land 
ownera who find a difficulty in getting a fair 
rent for their land from agriculturists are 
trying experiment of allowing their farms to 
become huge rabbit warrens. Last week no 
less than 10,000 rabbits, killed on an estate 
in Essex, were sold at Is 6d apiece in London. 
A good many of these of course appeared in 
their usual form', but by far the largest num- 
ber reached the market as ‘ Ostend rabbits,’ 
that is skinned, The reason of this is that 
the Belgian taxidermistB have' discovered a 
method of treating rabbit skins which renders 
them even to the experienced eyes of sceptical 
dealers almost undistinguishable' from seal 
skins. Possession of a muff, cloak or hat in 
which there is. fur. is the highest ambition of 
a goodly .majority of the fair sex.” 

A return Ball svas given to his Worship 
the Mayor last evening at the Town Hall. 
Over 1,200 persons were present, including 
his Excellency the Governor and the officers 
of. the various men-of-war now in the Bay. 

Notwithstanding the short period our Ex- 
hibition has been open, interest seems to 
have completely died put. The daily atten- 
dances are very Bmall — yesterday the build- 
ing was nearly deserted. 

Dr L. L. Smith’s Totalisator Bill has 
passed the Assembly by a majority of seven 
votes. The bookmakers are naturally very 
bitter against the Doctor for spoiling their 
trade. . The colony at large has reason to he 
grateful to Dr Smith for the good he has 
done. Mr Gardiner, the member for Carlton, 
in speaking against the measure, stated his 
belief that thB totalisator would lead ladies 
to gamble, and instead of confining their 
betting to a few pairs of gloves they would 
stake money and thereby injure the trades- 
men who sell gloves ! This certainly is a 
very. far-fetched reason against the totalisa- 
toif, and one which carries no weight. 

. The libel case, MGntyreu. Syme, in which 
plaintiff sought to recover £5000 damages 
against the proprietors of, the Age for pub- 
lishing a paragraph to the effect that he (Mr 
M ‘Intyro) had- been bought over by the 
Service Government by an appointment 
given to his son, is concluded. The jury, 
after deliberating two hours, returned a ver- 
dict for £150 damages.

In the Victorian pedestrian contest

The Exhibition returns for the Cup day 
show that over 20,000 visited the building 
during the day. 

Sunday week being Hospital Sunday in 
Invercargill £102 7s lOd waa collected at the 
various churches. 

It is generally believed in Melbourne that 
the Hon. W. J. Clarke, president of the 
Exhibition Commission,, will be knighted. 

The net takings at the representative 
cricket match were £2,600, half of which 
went to the Australians. 

The Christchurch Echo leamB that as much 
as £90,000 of Canterbury money has been 
lost over the result of the Melbourne Cup. 

The Twtpeka Times says that in view of 
dear railway freight, the new clip of wool is 
very likely to go on road waggons direct to 
Dunedin. 

Mr David Proudfoot, contractor, of Dun- 
edin, has made an offer to the city authorities 
to construct tramways in Melbourne, and his 
proposal is under consideration. 

The estimate that over 100,000 persons 
attended the Melbourne races on the Cup 
day ia i.*™y confirmed by the returns of the 
admissions 1° the stands and hill. 

During the last passage of the Rotorua 
from Melbourne a passenger, Mrs Galbraith, 
jumped overboard and was drowned. Her 
husband and family were on board. 

A paragraph published in A uckland accuses 
Mr Maginnity of having written to Sydney 
asking the manager there not to employ the 
telegraphists who went out on strike in New 
Zealand. 

In a letter to Mr J. C. Brown, M.H.R.; 
the Premier says : — “ The re-arrangement as 
to the portfolio of Minister of Mines will be 
effected when Ministers are newly sworn in 
on the arrival of Sir Arthur Gordon." 

The free- pasts system would appear to have 
grown to enormous proportions on the 
Victorian Railways. It was recently stated 
in the Legislative Assembly that if free 
passes could be stopped £10,000 a year would 
be saved to the revenue. 

Mr O’Donnell, well known as the police 
sub-inspector of tbe Christchurch district, 
and for some time in charge at Clyde, has 
decided to retire from the service on com- 
pensation allowance, rather than continue in 
the force in a lower position. 

The current reductions are to be felt by 
the Victorian Government horses as well as 
by the biped members of the Civil Service. 
A statement was made in the House recently 
that tbe police horses have been reduced 
from 101b of oats to 61b per diem. 

It is rumored that the Government have 
received hints of intended smuggling on an 
extensive scale at various points on the coast, 
owing to the encouragement offered by the 
present heavy tariff, and that arrangements 
are being made to procure suitable revenue 
cruisers to keep a look-out around the coast. 

The West Coast Times learns that some 
60 miners have recently come over Haast 
Pass from Otago, and many of them have set 
in to work at Bullock Creek, near the Haast. 
Many other miners have also proceeded from 
Otago to Okarito, where they have taken up 
claims. Generally speaking the prospects of 
tbe southern country are looking well. 

Amongst the prettiest exhibits at the Mel- 
bourne show is surely Messrs Joseph Bros.’ 
electro-magneticaliy worked model of aquartz- 
crushing machine. This fussy little mite — 
probably about half a mouse’s power, and 
certainly of such delicate make that any two-

H.M., schooner Conflict lias returned from 
a visit to New Guinea.

The Natives asserted 
that they killed the Chinese in retaliation 
for ill-treatment and other aggressions, and 
refused to give up the heads. Commander 
Izat failed to discover any trace of the 
plunder of the junk. The country is ex- 
tremely fertile, the scenery grand, and the 
population very dense. There is consider- 
able cultivation.

Kitchen Garden.— Early. sown vegetable crops 
will now be advancing rapidy, and will require 
close attention as to hoeing, landing-up, and 
staking ; and any of the main crops of vegetables 
not yet put in. should be attended to immediately. 
Finish planting potatoes, and make sowings of 
peas, broad and French beans, runners, toma- 
toes, and nasturtiums. Sow cabbage, cauli- 
flower, broccoli, savoys, and curled kail, on 
rich, well-prepared ground, to induce rapid 
growth, which ia the best preventive of blight 
on these crops yet discovered. Finish the 
sowing of carrots, beet, and parsnips — taking care 
to cover the seeds properly, otherwise, owing to 
dryness 'of the ground at this season, the best 
seeds may not grow. Sow turnip, lettuce, and 
radish ; also pumpkin, vegetable marrow, squash, 
cucumber, and melon seeds. Celery may still be 
sown in a shaded place, and early sowings 
pricked out on beds formed of well-decomposed 
manure, and well watered, 

Fruit Garden. — In dry and exposed gardens, 
all newly-planted fruit trees will be benefitted 
by a mulching of Btable manure being placed 
over their roots, to extend about three feet from 
the stems of the trees. See that shelter from 
the prevailing winds is provided. Attend early 
to the disbudding of trained peach and apricot 
trees, removing but a few at a time, so as to 
prevent a too sudden check to tbe growth of the 
trees. Thin the fruit of peaches and apricots, . 
when about the size of peas, to seven or eight 
inches apart. This, to the inexperienced, may 
appear a great sacrifice, but if carried out will 
certainly benefit the trees, and will tend to the 
growth of large and well flavored fruit. Mulch 
strawberry plants with Bhort litter or grass, to 
prevent the fruit from being soiled by heavy 
rain. As the American blight is showing itself 
on the apple trees, the affected parts should be 
dressed with kerosene and water applied with a 
painter's brush, and all newly planted trees 
should be carefully looked over, and ranch may 
be done at once towards the formation of the 
trees, by taking, off buds which are likely to 
produce misplaced shoots, only to be cut away 
aftewards as useless wood. Young trees are 
enerally allowed to branch too near the ground, 
ut this can be prevented by rubbing the buds 
off now. 

Flower Garden. — Dahlias may now be planted 
out with safety. To grow the dahlia success- 
fully, it requires a rich, deep soil, and the plants 
set four feet apart each way. Hollyhocks will 
now require stakes. Plant out verbeoas, scarlet 
geraniums, fuebsius, and Heliotrope. Transplant 
stocks, asters, marigolds ; also thin and plant 
annual and other flowers. Keep down green fly 
on roses by frequently syringing, and encourage 
growth by watering with manure water. 
Pansies, pinks, and carnations should have the 
soil stirred frequently about them ; and if 
growth be languid, water with weak guano- 
water. 

* 

CULTIVATION OF THE ORANGE. 

Probably no cultivated fruit surpasses the 
orange as a remunerative crop, Certain orange 
grounds in New South Wales are known to afford 
an annual return of over L500 per acre. It is 
stated that one tree has yielded 300 dozen por 
annum for over 20 years. No better proof of its 
remunerative character can be required than the 
fact of its culture extending every year. In this 
colony good oranges and lemons have been pro- 
duced for many years in the Auckland district, 
although no attention has been paid to the selec- 
tion of sorts or to special culture. The best soil 
for the orange is that produced by the decom- 
position of basaltic rocks, although a friable, 
rather saDcly loam is almost as good. The ground 
should be carefully prepared, and, if neceseary, 
thoroughly drained. Shelter from high winds 
ia absolutely necessary. This could be secured 
by planting evergreen trees round the enclosure. 
There are several kinds, native and introduced, 
which could be produced at low rates and in any 
quantity, An essential point is the selection of 
suitable kinds ; these should be worked on 
stocks of the Seville orange — one year old, if 
they can be procured. They should be kept in 
beds for one or two years before planting 
out, tbe surface of the soil being covered 
with moss ill dry Weather. After perma- 
nent planting, all the cultivation required 
is to keep the surface free from weeds, and 
mulch with loose stable manure or some 
substitute, which should he forked in after the 
fruit ia gathered, and to remove superfluous 
shoots, so as to admit a free circulation of air to 
the centre of the tree. Should the black blight 
make its appearance, the plant should be dressed 
with a mixture of soft soap and kerosene, or 
with some other prepartion used for that pur- 
pose. There are numerous localities where not 
only the orange but also the lemon, lime, citron 
and shaddock could he advantageously culti- 
vated. An orange orchard would come into 
bearing eight or ten years after planting ; the 
trees should not be allowed to bear when too 
young. After the tenth year each treB ia sup- 
posed to bear from 1,000 to 1,600 oranges. 
About 100 trees may be planted to the acre, but 
the number would vary according to the mode 
of.growth adopted, and in a lesBer degre to the 
kind selected. Estimating the annual value of 
the produce at the low rate of 10s would give a 
return of L50 an acre. But as we have said that 
1,000 oranges per tree would be a low return, 
the anuual value per acre may be simply esti- 
mated at L100. , 



A dreadful occurrence was recently witnessed 
in the market place at Leighton Buzzard, A 
travelling negro fire-eater was performing on a 
stand. Having executed several feats with red- 
hot iron, he filled his mouth with benzoline, 
saying that he would burn it as he allowed it to 
escape. • When ho had applied a lighted match 
to his lips, however, the spirits took fire, runn- 
ing all over his face, neck, and chest, and burn- 
ing him in a fearful manner. He dashed from 
his stand, and raced about like a madman among 
the crowd, tearing his clothes from him, and 
howling with agony. A portion of the spirits 
was Bwallowed, and the inside of his mouth w,.s 
terribly burned. He was taken into a chemist’s 
shop, and oils were applied, but afterwards he 
escaped in a state of frenzy from a lodging- 
house, and was captured by tbe police and taken 
to the workhouse infirmary.
